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Dor Sure we got it,” the drug 
clerk said. ‘‘Dollar fifty a quart. Or 
do you want the powder to mix 
your own?” 

Thus many a civilian at last ac- 
quired a supply of the army’s wonder 
insecticide, as scientists alternately 
lauded its lethal merits and viewed 
with alarm the possibilities of human 
or animal poisoning thru its use. 

For DDT—consumed with con- 
taminated food, inhaled as a spray, 
or absorbed thru the skin in oil 
solution or emulsion—is toxic to 


’ man. In substantial amounts it will 


attack nerve centers and _ liver. 
The effect is cumulative; small 
amounts consumed over a period of 
time might conceivably build up 
within the body into a fatal dose. 

There is a reasonable margin of 
safety. But, as with nearly every 
insecticide of merit, precautions are 
in order. Actually DDT is somewhat 
less toxic to man than lead. 

If you are using DDT dust— 
DDT combined with clay, talc, or 
sulfur—you need not worry about 
skin absorption. The same is true of 
a wettable DDT powder combined 
with water to make a spray. 

Care must be exercised, however, 
in using DDT oil solutions or emul- 
sions, made with a petroleum de- 
rivative such as kerosene, for the 
ease of compounding is offset by the 
skin absorption danger plus a defi- 
nite fire hazard. 

In using any type of DDT dust or

spray indoors, a face mask to prevent 
inhalation is advisable—a few layers 
of cheesecloth will do. It is impor- 
tant the compound does not reach 
food, dishes, or cooking utensils. 
DDT residue is insoluble in water, 
so it is not easily removed. 

The residue danger poses prob- 
lems in use of DDT to eliminate 
garden pests, but again reasonable 
caution insures the margin of safety. 
Cabbage plants, as one example, 
may be treated with DDT until 
center leaves cease to unfold and 
heads begin to form; later outside 
leaves on the head should be 
stripped off and discarded. 

In combating weevils, DDT may 
be used to treat paper or fabric bags 
and cartons, but should not be 
applied to the actual grain or cereal 
product to be used as food. 


{r IS reassuring that DDT com- 
pounds are not considered toxic to 
the extent they must be labeled 
with skull and crossbones. DDT 
acts slowly by affecting the nervous 
system. 

As with man, DDT is toxic to 
animals. An oil spray should never 
be used on livestock. The United 
States Department of Agriculture 
is specific in cautioning farmers not 
to use DDT in treating grains, forage 
or other crops to be used as animal 
feed. One of the insecticide’s great 
advantages, the length of time it re- 
mains potent, [ Turn to page 10]

Living Monuments 
fo Our War Dead 


esa enough monuments to wars and to warriors 
carry with them a peculiarly peaceful atmosphere. The sculp. 
tured soldier seems content forever to face the east in an at. 
titude of parade rest, while the soft lawn of the courthouse 
park stretches widely at his feet. It is as tho the men mem. 
orialized were brooding quietly over the scene, happy in the 
stillness of their graves; their work done, and the toil and pain 
ended. 








THERE Is a Certain dignity in this sort of memorial; it con- 
veys a sense of treasured memory and of the security of honor 
beyond the attack of human frailty. It inspires a respect for 
the men who died to make a better America. It has a place in 
our civilization. But while we preserve the static memory of 
| our war dead in sculpture, we should not fail to remember that 
| their lives still go on, in the influence that their acts have on 
the present, and will have, for generations, on the future. They 
have diverted the swift course of history into channels from 
which it cannot be dislodged. They have been the builders of 
the future, as our thinkers and statesmen have been its archi- 
tects. They guide our hands as we work today. 

So, as we plan war memorials, we should recognize that 
these men, thru their past deeds, are living in the life of Amer- 
ica today. And therefore they should have a part in that life. 
Because they died to make a better America, let us build them 
monuments that will carry on their work. 





THERE 1s so much to do! There is the challenge to make 
Americans neighbors, thru the construction of places of public 
meeting and sociability and discussion. There is the challenge 
to give to worthy young Americans opportunity, thru endow- 
ment of scholarships in our schools and universities. There is 
the challenge to advance knowledge, thru research funds for 
our scientists and our historians. There is the challenge of our 
bodily imperfection, to be met by providing physical correc- 
tion, gymnasiums, and swimming pools. There is the challenge 
to provide recreation, to be met by the provision of parks— 
small parks in cities, and great untouched silent wilderness 
places. There is the challenge of the underprivileged, who may 
be given, in community centers, a glimpse of their possibilities. 
There is the challenge of ignorance, to be attacked by bringing 
books and knowledge to all who will read or listen. There is 
the challenge of isolation, to be conquered by great roads and 
bridges.

THERB’S little excuse, these days, for a living room like the one at 
right. No one with a sense of proportion wants to live hours before 
a fireplace so overlarge for the wall it dominates, so dark and heavily 
manteled. No one who likes colors wants such monotonous walls 
and dark woodwork. No one who demands utility and freedom from 
cubical confinement could stand the lack of storage space or the 
staring, regular windows. 

Redesigned for us by Architect Victorine Homsey, the room has lost 
all of its oppressiveness, yet the structural changes necessary have not 
been many or expensive. The windows that flanked the fireplace 
were replaced by new ones, each square of which is hinged at the 
top to swing out like an awning. Egg-crate shelving is formed by 
deep window framing. The archway into the dining room, at ex- 
treme left in the “‘before” picture, was filled in with shelves and 
cabinets, tapered from shallow to deep as they approach the fire- 
place wall. This taper, and that of the low mantel-counter, breaks 
the rectangular monotony of the room and also lends space for the 
writing and typing cabinets at the left of the marble and soapstone

sLOOKING at the original room (right) from the dining room end 
* is as flat an experience as it is from the point of view shown above. 
, Windows, walls, floor, and ceiling are all thorely boring. The door 
‘#n the far right corner, leading to a den, was unneeded and stole 
usable wall space. It was removed and the wall was filled in, adding 
more leeway for furniture arrangement. 

Greatest change at this end, tho, was in the window. (See the il- 
lustration at left.) Here the wall was bayed out from ainew founda- 
tion up to furnish an indoor plant pocket and to support the new, 
floor-to-ceiling sash. The long panes are fixed; above them the awn- 
ing windows hinge upward. Rich, deep colors on the wall contrast 
with the light tones in the woodwork to focus attention on the win- 
dow. 

Built under the counter-high mantel, as its taper recedes toward 
the end wall, are a radio-phonograph combination and more closed 
cupboards. On the floor, warm carpeting covers the old bare boards.

No, causes of crime and delinquency 
lie deeper than this. The Book Committee 
of the Child Study Association, however, 
suggests that comic strips which stimu- 
late sex by showing amorous women or 
scantily clad maidens struggling in the 
grip of jungle monsters, aren’t suitable for 
young readers. Not many comics have 
these features, fortunately, and the ones 
that do are not among the children’s 
favorites. 


What about the children who hurt them- 
selves playing Superman or other heroes 
with supernatural powers? 


Children have always played danger- 
ously. Before Superman was ever thought 
of, youngsters hurt themselves similarly 
playing Peter Pan_and Buffalo Bill. 


Do not the slang and bad grammar of 
gangster serials or comic strips have a bad 
effect on language habits? 


These effects will be fleeting if the 
standards of the home itself are good. 
Comic reading enlarges vocabularies of 
many children. 


Don’t comics interfere with readin 
books? y sic 

They’re more likely to help toward 
such reading. Abridgements of classics 
don’t seem to spoil the originals for 
children, but may inspire them to read 
further. Many children read comics who 
would otherwise be reading nothing at 
all. According to Miss Margaret Scoggin 
of the Nathan Straus Library, New York 
City, who has made a special study of the 


_ reading habits of 13- to 20-year-olds (the 


group that would be showing the bad 
effects of comics if there are any), good 
readers read comics and other books, 
while those who can’t read much find 
the comics a way of acquiring stories and 
ideas which they otherwise wouldn’t get 
from books. 

‘Let us recognize the comic strip as a 
technique which may have real value in 
presenting ideas and stories to young- 
sters not equipped to do much with 
print,” advises Miss Scoggin. “‘Let us 
try to influence the content of the comics. 
And let us have available in homes and 
schools, public libraries and newsstands, 
department stores and book stores, in- 
numberable attractive books, simply 
written and on all subjects. Maybe the 
whole problem then will solve itself.” 


Doesn’t radio-listening interfere with 
study, outdoor play, and tasks? 

Children can usually manage to bal- 
ance all these things if parents will co- 
operate by appreciating their listening 
preferences. For instance, let children 


listen to certain programs they choose if 
they have already done (or planned for) 
their tasks. 

It should be noted that to offset the 
foregoing, many mothers have reported 
that radio-listening induced their chil- 
dren to eat wholesome foods they hadn’t 
cared for before; got them into the house 
in time for supper; kept them quietly in 
bed when ill and amused them while they 
were convalescing; kept them out of 
mischief and inspired them to use their 
talents as they heard other children 
using theirs. 

Teachers say that radio-listening cre- 
ates good general listening habits; stimu- 
lates interest and curiosity; promotes re- 
search skill; develops appreciation of 
poetry, music, and drama, gives young- 
sters an extensive background of informa- 
tion and helps them to discuss things 
intelligently. 

It seéms to be pretty much up to the 
individual home and parents, therefore, 
whether radio is a curse or a boon. 


What about the nightmares which some 
parents think are produced in children by 


supernatural and horror stories? 


The reactions a child gets from such 
things reflect his own fears and anxieties. 
If he finds such programs disquieting, 
interest him in listening to something 
else. 


Shouldn’t parents be relieved of the an- 
noyance of children’s wanting to send in 
for puzzles, contests, secret codes, etc., 
offered by many radio programs and 


some comics? 


The Child Study Association tells us 
we should grin and bear it, because such 
things stir youngsters to activity and 
participation, both of which are whole- 
some and desirable. 

There is much more to the subject, 
however, than is covered by these com- 
mon questions of worried or irate parents. 
One of the most thoro studies that has 
been made of .comic books was done by 
the Children’s Book Committee of the 
Child Study Association. It was found 
that while some comic books, true 
enough, are crudely drawn and colored, 
with small, illegible type, others are 
beautifully drawn and colored and have 
type that is kind to young eyes. 

There are strips built upon Bibical 
and historic characters, and a number 
which tell the stories of such classics as 
“Moby Dick,” “The Three Musketeers,” 
and “Leather Stocking Tales.” 

Some of the most popular radio and 
comic characters display a.social con- 
science, attacking race prejudice and 
social injustice and -promulgating good 
neighbor relations with other countries.

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Dow feed your house plants tea or 
coffee, or massage them with castor oil. 
Success does not come that way. 

Instead, note these simple requirements: 


Light. Most plants grow better in windows 
where during the winter months they receive 
full sun for at least half the day, but a few 
including ferns do better out of direct sun. 


Temperature. Best indoor temperature 
for most house plants is 70 degrees or slightly 
lower in the day and 55 degrees at night. 


Water. All house plants grow best in moist 
soil except the cacti and other succulents. A 
plant in a glazed pot with no drainage hole 
does not require water nearly so often as 
does one in a porous pot. Many plants die 
because their soil is kept saturated continu- 
ously. Allow at least the upper surface to 
dry out before watering again. Give water 
until it leaks from the drainage hole. 


Humidity. Most house plants grow best in 
moist air. Automatic humidifiers in furnaces 
and pans of water over radiators do some 
good. It also helps to keep potted plants on 
trays of wet sand or pebbles. 


Soil. House plants need one that is loose 


and does not crack when it dries out. A soil - 


that satisfies geraniums and _ sansevierias 
includes 1 part sand, 1 part leafmold, rotted 
manure or peatmoss, and 2 parts of the best 
soil from your garden. 

To each peck of this soil add 4 tablespoons 
of superphosphate or a balanced plant food. 
Mix thoroly. 

For African violets, gloxinias, azaleas, 
coleus, begonias, and ferns, use this same 
mixture but cut the garden soil to 1 part.

tus, aloes, and gasterias should have a soil 
made of 1 part sand, 1 part garden soil, a 
little pulverized charcoal, and the super- 
phosphate or balanced plant food. 


Pure Air. Plants are low in their tolerance 
to escaped cooking gas. House plants can be 
grown well in homes using gas as fuel. It is 
escaping unburned gas that damages the ten- 
der growing tips. 


Pest-free. The easiest way to keep your 
house plants free of pests is to start with clean 
plants. A teaspoon of nicotine sulfate and a 
1-inch cube of soap (or 2 tablespoons of 
soap flakes) per gallon of water is the thing 
to use for aphids, mealy bugs, white flies, 
and scale. Turn the plant upside down and 


immerse the entire top for several minutes. 


Rinse with water of room temperature. 

To combat the small red mites commonly 
called red spiders, syringe your house plants 
frequently with water.

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What Can Sports Teach Your Child? 


| woes say that Mother, Father, Junior, and Sis must get 
together for 15 minutes of push-ups before their morning bowl 
of grainies. But I do say that the family ought to take part in 
sports together and that Junior and Sis ought to be exposed to 
athletics at an early age. 

I say this because sports, the right ones, help with temper 
problems, shyness, and self-centeredness. They build up self- 
confidence and poise, teach cooperation. 

Fifty-two-year-old General Omar Bradley was once a very shy 
young fellow. But sports at West Point drew him out of his shell, 
developed the self-confidence that makes him an inspiring leader 
and the physical strength that still allows him to run obstacle 
courses and swing over broad ravines with more agility than many 
a younger man. In Africa, Bradley once hiked 25 miles in one 
night. 

Katherine Cornell became an expert swimmer and tennis 
player, to gain the poise and the co-ordination so vital to an 
actress. 

Our children must all meet situations where shyness is a handi- 
cap. They can best overcome it early by track, tennis, or golf. In 
these sports, the participant is in the spotlight. If he is self-con- 
scious, his game suffers. Gradually, determination to overcome 
his problem, plus .playing experience, build up his self-confidence 
and poise These qualities carry over to business and social situ- 
ations. 


SOMETIMES children are too inclined to be individualists. Un- 
less they possess the genius of an Einstein or Edison, they will be 
not only unpopular but unproductive. Adults who are moody or 
who daydream themselves into failure probably started out as 
children who demanded the center of the stage. 

Any teamwork sports—basketball, hockey, football, softball— 
will squelch undesirable individualism before it develops too far. 
In these sports the child learns that unless he subordinates his 
interest to the interest of the group, he will have the open dislike 
of his teammates or forfeit his place on the team. He learns the 
importance of cooperation. 

Major General Patrick Jay Hurley, self-made millionaire, vet- 
eran of two wars, representative to China, has a career in which 
his ability to cooperate has played a large part. As a university 
student, Hurley was first baseman on the baseball team, captain 
of the football squad, French horn player in the orchestra, mem- 
ber of the university choir, and editor-in-chief of the student pub- 
lication—all positions that required Hurley to adjust himself as a 
member of a group. His recurring leadership, no matter what the 
group, is evidence of the excellence of his adjustment. 


An ALARMING temper is another stumbling block in the way 
of a child’s progress. Allowed to grow with him, it can make him 
an abusive boss, hated by his employees, or an unreliable em- 
ployee pegged at a low position because he can’t be trusted to 
control his emotions. Football, hockey, or boxing are the three 
ideal sports to correct temper tantrums. At first there will be 
emotional explosions. ‘The more infuriated the young contestant 
becomes, the lower will be his degree of skill. In time he will dis« 
cover that self-control is the way to success. 

A few years ago in a thrilling Yale-Princeton sports event, one 
of the participants slugged an opponent. Spectators were shocked, 
the more because the man who had lost his control was regarded 
as a gentleman as well as a great athlete.

Advantages of the one-story house 


1. No stairs to climb. Easier housekeep- 
ing, more flexibility of space thru elimir~- 
tion of stair hall. Saving, $704. 

2. Less outside wall means lower wall 
cost. Saving, $170. 

3. The one-story house needs less plumb- 
ing. In our typical house, eight feet less soil 
pipe, 20 feet less water pipe. Saving, $57. 

4. It also requires fewer heating lines or 
ducts. Saving, $58. 

5. The chimney is six feet shorter. Sav- 
ing, $46. 

6. Upkeep is less expensive, especially 
if you do your own repair work. You can 
paint most of a one-story house from a step- 
ladder. Gutter and roof repairs are cor- 
respondingly simple. 

7. It’s quieter. No overhead tramping, 
which will filter thru the best insulated 
ceiling. Rooms can be aligned to act as 
buffers against noise.

It is well suited to larger sites at somewhat 
greater distances from cities. 

9. With every room on the ground level, 
the house is suited to indoor-outdoor living. 

10. Ceilings and rafters may be trussed 
to eliminate first floor bearing partitions, 
permitting more flexible planning. 

11. With an attic nearly twice the size of 
that of a two-story house, future expansion 
is quite simple.

Then, of course, there is the story-and-a- 
half house. This type of construction has the 
virtue of economy; its cost is the lowest of 
the three. To some extent it does achieve the 
attractive low lines of a one-story structure. 

However, it retains the space problems 
and safety hazards of a stairway, and up- 
stairs rooms as a rule are cramped by slant- 
ing side walls and a lack of window area. 

In estimating costs, the story-and-a-half 
house is assumed to have the same first floor 
area as the two-story house. Second-floor 
rooms are slightly smaller and over-all cost 
$124 less, due to a slight saving in materials. 
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All have 6 rooms, comparable floor area

I WANT a small house that’s mostly living room— 
with a garden attached!”’ 

That’s the poser Mrs. Polly Titcomb Lee of Tucson, 
Arizona, handed her architect.

llow to Broil a Steak 






















Pissc we’ve a sirloin steak, but the 
same broiling rules go for any steak— 
rib, club, tenderloin, porterhouse, or 
T-bone. 


1 Boy—it’s really steak again! Let’s 
have it just right, wonderful to look at 
and glorious to eat. First snip the very 
edge of the sirloin with kitchen scissors 
or a sharp knife, cutting a bit on the 
bias. Just the edge, mind you, not into 
the meat or you'll lose juices. This 
snipping keeps your steak smooth and 
flat—no bumps and hummocks to brown 
unevenly and gather pools of juice. 


2 The broiler’s hot. Preheat it as per 
your range directions, and don’t skimp 
the timing. In a lukewarm broiler, 
steak sulks in its own juices, turns a 
drab gray instead of a crispy brown. 
Now a quick rub with a bit of suet or 
fat to keep those broiler grids from 
sticking to the lean meat and to make 
them easier to wash. Place rack so steak 
will be 3% to 5 inches from the heat. 


3 Cateh a whiff of that! Half the broil- 
ing time is up, and all over the top 
your steak is evenly browned and crispy. 
For broiling time see chart below. Now 
is the time to give it a careful sprinkling 
with salt and pepper. 


4 Now for a speedy turnover. Careful 
there, lady! Spear your fork only in 
the fatty edge. If you jab in the steak 
itself, you’re sure to lose tasty juices. 
Kitchen tongs are good helpers here. 
All set? Over it goes. Now for the pota- 





toes. It’s smart planning as well as good 
eating to use every inch of your broiler. 
Have potatoes waiting in a dish—jacket- 
cooked and sliced for broiling. Brush 
the slices with some of the steak drip- 
pings or with kitchen fat. Then, just 
after you’ve flipped over the steak, tuck 
them cozily in around the meat and 
sprinkle with salt and pepper. 

When you broil chops or small steaks, 
take a tip from the world’s famous chefs. 
Toast bread slices alongside during the 
last few minutes of broiling, arrange 
them on the platter, place your steaks 
or chops on top of them. Yes, because 
the throne of toast builds up even a 
thinnish chop to look like a feast. But 
good eating, too, because the toast 
catches and hoards every drop of good 
meat flavor. 


5 Steak’s ready, folkst Another dash of 
salt and pepper on the last side done, 
then to a piping hot platter with it. Heat 
your platter by pouring hot water over 
it, or run hot tap water over it in the 
sink. Some platters safely preheat in a 
warm oven. Now—arrange your hot 
sliced potatoes around your proud steak, 
make a quick trip to the table, and 
here’s to grand eating for all!

Oven-Fried Chicken. [wo-pound broil- 
ers, 3- to 4-pound young chickens are on 
the market in unusually large numbers 
for this time of year, thanks to patriotic 
poultry producers and reduced army 
needs. Enjoy them while they’re abun- 
dant. Oven-fried chicken. uses little 
precious fat, retains delicious juices in a 
tender crust. Halve 2-pound broilers, 
or cut 3-pound chicken in serving pieces. 
Blend % cup enriched flour, 4% cup fat, 
2 teaspoons salt, pepper, and 1 table- 
spoon paprika. Spread this coating over 
chicken pieces. Bake in shallow pan in 
moderate oven (325°) until tender, 
about 1 hour. 


Duck and Goose. Select a young bird by 
pinching the windpipe. It should be 
rubbery. If it cracks, bird is too mature 
for roasting. Feet should be soft, beak 
flexible. 

What weight? 4- to 7-pound ducks, 
8- to 12-pound geese make good roast- 
ers. Allow 1 pound duck, head and feet 
on, picked but not drawn, per person. 
A 12-pound goose serves 8. 

Prepare by removing wing joint and 
tip, leaving only meaty second joint. 

Stuff with slightly dry dressing made 
savory with herbs: basil, parsley, rose- 
mary, thyme; tart with apples, prunes, 
raisins, apricots, or citrus fruit juices. 
Or use wild rice, mashed potato, or 
celery stuffing. Stuffing needs no fat. 
Or roast with a quartered apple, halved

onion, a rib or two of celery in cavity, 
discarding after roasting. 

Prick skin in dozen places or so across 
back, around legs, wings, and tail after 
bird is on rack in pan. Excess fat will 
escape thru holes. Repeat if necessary 
during roasting. 

Roast breast-side up, uncovered. To 
add interesting flavor to skin, piquancy 
to gravy from pan drippings, baste 
during last hour with orange juice and 
grated peel, grapefruit, apple, or diluted 
cranberry juice. 

Roasting time: Duck, 44% to 6 pounds 
market dressed weight: 350° oven, 30 
to 35 minutes per pound. Goose, 8 to 
12 pounds, 325° oven, 25 to 30 minutes 
per pound or 4 to 5 hours. 


Guinea Fowl. S¢/ect young hens for roast- 
ing. Meat has gamey flavor, is more 
tender but drier than chicken; finest 
meat on breast. Hens average 2 to 2% 
pounds, market dressed weight—head 
and feet on, feathers removed, not 
drawn. One hen serves two. 

Prepare like chicken or turkey. Breast 
may be larded with salt pork lardons, 
or bacon or salt pork slices placed over 
it when breast is turned up for last half 
of roasting. 

Roast in 350° oven, 30 to 40 minutes 
per pound. Test for doneness same as for 
other poultry.

Peninsula 


THIS is the most versatile of all sink locations. Simply by pro- 
jecting sink and sink-side cabinets out from the wall into the 
room as a semi-partition, you can place the sink wherever you 
like. It’s an excellent way to divide the very large kitchen into 
two smaller areas—kitchen proper, laundry-utility room, or 
dining area. So used, the peninsula can be made to serve both 
sides, furnishing water in the utility room or as a serving 
counter for the dining area. 

Warning: Do not attempt a peninsular sink unless your 
room is large enough so that you come out with usable areas, 
easy movement on both sides, and at least three feet to ac- 
commodate traffic around the end. You can’t gain space by 
scrimping on the peninsula itself. Since this position eliminates 
eye-level storage cabinets directly over and beside the sink, 
it is more than ever necessary to provide ample base cabinets 
alongside. 

For work surface you need at least 12 inches beyond each 
drainboard of a two drainboard sink, 24 inches if sink has only ;

GRANDMA definitely had something when she took it for 
granted that the sink just naturally retired to a good solid 
wall—and stayed there. Nowhere else in the kitchen can you 
get eye-level dish storage cabinets quite so handy to the wash- 
ing and drying area. aA 

In the square kitchen with windows off center, wall place- 
ment may be your only way to bring refrigerator, sink, and 
range into line, with counter area strategically distributed 
between. 

There is no reason, then, to feel frustrated if the old sink 
clung to the wall, and the budget won’t stretch to cover reloca- 
tion of plumbing, pipes, architectural changes, and other essen- 
tials to a new position. If wall location has been proved, by 
long years of use, the best and most convenient for your partic- 
ular kitchen, keep it. Let your window light other kitchen jobs, 
or frame your eating corner. With sinks as with people, hand- 
some is as handsome does. And the location that will look best 
to you in the longer run, better each time you wash dishes, is 
the one from which your sink will do the best job of serving you!

Hic on the list of needless parental worries is 
thumb-sucking. 

Baby’s tiny thumb wanders innocently into his 
mouth—and the household goes into a tailspin. 

Don’t worry. Baby won’t necessarily spoil the shape 
of his teeth or mouth. The chances are that if you pay 
no attention, he’ll stop sucking of his own accord well 
before he’s 6 months old. 

We know that the need to suck is instinctive with 
babies, otherwise they might starve to death. If the 
food comes too easily, as often happens with artificial 
feedings, Baby sucks his thumb or fingers or blankets. 
Or if he’s hungry or unhappy, he chews something 
for solace. 

Ignore early sucking, except to check rubber nipples 


and make sure they’re not letting the milk slip thru 
too easily. Check his weight to be sure he’s getting 
enough food. 

If left aic e, most preschoo] suckers seem to quit 
between the ages of 3 and 4—maybe when they learn 
the other children think it’s a baby trick. But they 
may suck harder than ever just before time to quit. 
Since this is not a pretty sight, you may send Junior 
to his room when he wants to suck, but not as punish- 
ment. 

The main thing is to keep your child healthy and 
happy, to be sure he has enough food and that it sup- 
plies all the necessary elements, to keep him construc- 
tively employed. He’ll drop the thumb-sucking when 
his need for it has passed.

Enjoy Underwater 
Gardens at Home 


By Dr. Jan van Overbeek 




















For children and grownups alike, the fascination 
of a well-planted, well-stocked aquarium is endless 


You can enjoy underwater scenery 
without a glass-bottomed boat. In- 
expensive aquariums bring the flash 
and color of underwater gardens right 
into your own home. 

To maintain aquariums in the 
home is as simple as keeping a pet 
cat. You'll find that a well-kept 
aquarium is odorless, doesn’t need 
its water changed for years, and, 
except for an occasional window 
shining, never has to be cleaned. 
The most popular aquarium fish 
need only a little scraped fresh meat 
about twice a week. If your home is 
continuously heated, aquariums re- 
quire no special heating. 

Into an opening cut between my 
living-room and a closed-in but 
well-lighted porch, I’ve fitted three 
aquariums having a total length of 
6 feet, and a width and height of 12 
inches. During the day these aquari- 
ums receive sufficient indirect light 
from the porch. After dark until 
about 10 o’clock, two 30-watt fluo- 
rescent bulbs installed immediately 
above the center of the aquarium 
illuminate the tanks over their en- 
tire length. The white sand, the 
glossy green water plants, the red 
snails, and the darting, dappled fish 
provide a living picture of never- 
ending fascination. 


Leeation. Aquarium plants grow 
best in indirect light, with at most a 
few hours of direct early morning or 
late afternoon sun. Too much light 
encourages the growth of algae, the 
weeds of the aquarium, which will 
crowd out the cultivated plants. If 
you want to place an aquarium ina 
location where there is little or no 
daylight available, use fluorescent 
lights during the day as well as for 
the evening display. 

lo prevent damage to the aquari- 
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um, place the tanks on a firm, level 
foundation. 


Aquariums. Glass-and-metal tanks, 
24x 12x12 inches, are the most satis- 
factory. Such tanks can be put in 
rows and are less expensive than a 
large, single aquarium. The top of 
each tank should be completely 
covered with glass. Two pieces, one 
small and one large, are most satis- 
factory; only the smaller one need 
be removed when the fish are fed. 
No special aeration system is neces- 
sary so long as the plants receive 
sufficient light to oxygenate’ the 
water for the fish. 


Bottom Layer, and Planting. 
Water plants, just like land plants, 
need nutrient salts. For water plants, 
these come from the water or from 
the bottom layer of soil. Put a layer 
of fine soi] about one inch thick, like 
that found in gopher or mole hills, on 
the bottom of the aquarium. On top 
of this, spread another one-inch lay- 
er of carefully washed river sand. 
With these soil layers it is usually 
not necessary to add any nutrients 
to the water. 

Tap or river water is suitable for 
the aquarium provided it does not 
contain chlorine. Chlorinated water 
is satisfactory only if thoroly aerated 
before using for plants or fish. 

Vallisneria is a good aquarium 
plant that roots in the bottom layer 
and has grasslike leaves. It develops 
best if the bottom layer contains 
garden soil. Elodea is a favorite free- 
floating plant which grows satis- 
factorily in the aquarium without 
soil but which, of course, needs nu- 
trients from the water. Plants that 
float on the surface are not recom- 
mended .because they shut out too 
much light. [ Please turn to next page

Aquarium Fish. Inexpensive, har- 
dy fish are just as interesting in the 
home aquarium as more costly va- 
rieties. If you care more about the 
plants than the fish, select fish that 
leave the plants alone. Lively, glit- 
tering gold fish are well liked by 
children, are cheap and easy to 
keep, but are likely to feed upon and 
ruin delicate plants. 

Weather fish (Cobitis), small and 
eel-like, dart thru the aquarium in 
circles whenever they experience re- 
duced pressure, either from a baro- 
metric depression or from the process 
of lowering the water level. They are 
extremely useful in cleaning up food 
remains of the other fish. 

Paradise fish, beautiful and fer- 
ocious, build foam nests and spawn 
in the home aquarium. Separate 
them from smaller fish. Both the 
weather fish and the paradise fish 
can stand temperatures somewhat 
below 60 degrees F. 

Guppies are charming little fish, 
require a temperature not lower 
than 60 degrees F. They multiply 
rapidly in the home aquarium. 


Aquarium Care. [n a newly plant- 
ed aquarium exposed to the proper 
amount of light, algae invariably 
develop and the fresh water becomes 
cloudy. Even if this cloudiness is 
quite considerable, the water should 
not be changed unless blue-green 
algae cover the plants, the sand, and 
the windows with a dark, slimy coat. 
Normally, however, blue-green al- 
gae rarely disturb the aquarium. 

In a short time the cloudiness of 
the water disappears. Instead of the 
crystal clearness of the newly planted 
aquarium, the water will be an at- 
tractive, light brown. Once this con- 
dition has been established, it will 
prevail for many years. In one of 
my aquariums the water hasn’t been 
changed for over three years, and 
water plants still grow well in it. 

Your fish should be fed regularly. 
Remember that prepared fish food is 
highly concentrated. Feed fish spar- 
ingly and at the same hour each day.

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Anemones 
to You?

FLowers are like people; some 
you’re charmed with on sight with- 
out ever knowing their names. And 
the best-loved ones are like favorite 
children in the way they acquire 
pet names. That’s the way it is with 
the winter-hardy, spring-blooming 
members of the big flower family of 
anemones. 

Blue Tulip, Wild Crocus, Anem- 
one, Mayflower, Pasqueflower, 
Lion’s Beard, Windflower, Wild 
Patens, American Pasqueflower, 
Easterplant, and Prairie Smoke are 
all names given by those who have 
gone out at the first breath of spring 
to find the clusters of this doughty 
little native with its lavender cups 
and beguiling furry stems and silky 
leaves. Botanists have still another 
name for it—Anemone patens nuttaliana. 


Fluffy as kittens, these pretty plushy- 
stemmed natives of Middle Western 
prairies and_ their 
bring early bloom to sunny rock gar-

dens and margins of perennial bor- 
ders. Shown here is lovely violet-red 
Anemone pulsatilla, or Pasqueflower 


The European Pasqueflowers are 
taller, 9 to 12 inches, a little later in 
coming into bloom, and_ usually 
much deeper in color. In both 
species occasional white specimens 
are found. Both want a sunny site 
and are among the most valuable 
and adaptable of the early-blooming 
perennials. The European forms 
have showy seed pods, long-whisk- 
ered and oddly attractive, which 
keep the plants interesting for a 
month or more after the silky-backed 
flowers themselves have faded. 
Planting can be done in either spring 
or fall. 

Quite different are the brilliant 
poppy-flowered anemones’ which 
have tuberous roots and. of which 
the St. Brigid strain is best known. 
These also open their gay flowers in 
spring but are by no means as hardy 
as the woolly species I’ve just de- 
scribed. The dainty Wood Anem- 
one is as fairylike a flower as ever 
danced in the May wind. In con- 
trast are the broad, white patches 
of the sturdy Anemone pennsylvanica 
with its long seed pods which earn 
for it the name of Thimbleweed. 
These last come near the end of the 
display of spring wild flowers.

Building. Buying, or Remodeling... 


Dont Gyp Yoursel 


Nosopy loves inflation. The 
present upward spiral of property 
yalues and building costs is a source 
of concern for contractors, realtors, 
government agencies, and manu- 
facturers alike, as well as for you, 
the consumer. 

Whether you remodel, repair, 
build, or buy, it’s going to cost you 
far more than it did before the war. 
The cost of building materials has 
jumped 30 percent. 

There exists a fundamental dif- 
ference of opinion on means of meet- 
ing the problemi. One group be- 
lieves the answer lies in unrestricted 
building in quantity, that compe- 
tition and gradual easing of demand 


‘will bring costs into line. The other, 


pointing to the inflationary market 
alter the last war, feels rigid govern- 
ment controls should be continued. 

Pending settlement of that issue, 
the Office of Price Administration 
is drafting a new series of price-con- 
trol measures in the building field. 

It’s obviously to your advantage 
to know the details. These regula- 
tions, backed by your own good 
judgment and your determination 
not to try to outbid your neighbor, 
may help you avoid being saddled 
with a bad investment. 


Remodeling? 


If you plan to repair or remodel, 
you will be interested in two OPA 
programs now being readied. 

The first will establish specific 
dollar-and-cents ceiling prices on 
building materials; the second will 
set maximum prices for specified 
contractor services. Both programs 
are scheduled to be in effect within 
two months. 

In placing ceilings on lumber, 
bricks, soil pipe, roofing, siding, in- 
sulating materials, and hundreds of 
other items, the OPA is roughly 
following its grocery-pricing pro- 
cedure. Each building-supply dealer 
will post a maximum-price list for 
your inspection. And many items, 
such as plumbing and heating fix- 
tures, will have ceiling price tags 
attached by the manufacturer. 

Prices won’t be rolled back; OPA 
seeks to hold them at approxi- 
mately the present level. On some 
low-cost items, such as brick, soil 
pipe, and gypsum lath, prices will 
be increased to encourage produc- 
tion. 

Under the second program, OPA 
will determine top prices a contrac- 
tor may charge for major installa- 
tion jobs—putting on siding, install- 
ing plumbing, painting, plastering, 
and the like. 

Ceilings will vary, in conformance 
with local cost-figuring custom and 
Wage scales. In Newark, New Jersey, 
for example, smooth surface roll re- 
toofing (55-pound) will -ost 9 cents 
per square foot; in Syracuse, New 
York, 7 cents. But removing old 


shingles will cost 5 cents per square 
foot in both Newark and Syracuse. 


Building? 


If you are planning to have a 
house built on property you own, a 
third program being developed by 
OPA will be of interest. 

Instead of the “‘cost-plus” control 
of contractor fees previously in ef- 
fect, the agency seeks tighter control 
thru a new cost-determining method, 
whereby a qualified third person, 
such as an architect or building and 
loan association expert, can verify 
the final price for you. 

Control won’t be absolute; there 
are too many unpredictable varia- 
bles. But it will be tighter than under 
any program used in the past. 

Two warnings are in order. First, 
don’t launch a building program 
unless you are certain you can ob- 
tain all needed materials. Second, 
because there is no maximum on 
the price a builder may charge if 
he sells house and site together, you 
may have difficulty finding a con- 
tractor to do the work for a price- 
controlled contractual fee. 


Buying? 


If you plan to buy a ready-built 
house and lot, you will find slight 
consolation in OPA regulations. 

Wartime construction controls, in- 
cluding ceiling prices for new houses, 
were discarded in mid-September. 

There are, however, three steps 
you can take to protect such an in- 
vestment. 

First, deal only with reliable com- 
panies, endorsed by your local 
banks, Chamber of Commerce, and 
real estate association. 

Second, investigate the loan you 
can obtain on the property, even if 
you can afford a large down pay- 
ment. If the loan is to be insured by 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion, check that agency’s appraisal 
value. 

On soundly valued property, 
FHA-insured loans approximate 
80 percent of the purchase price. 
Building and loan associations lend 
up to about 75 percent. But if you 
can obtain a loan of no more than 
50 or 60 percent, it is a fairly clear 
indication the house is overvalued. 

Watch out for lending companies 
offering high-percentage loans on a 
short-term basis with high monthly 
payments. Conservative lending 
agencies will grant loans from 15 to 
as high as 25 years on a house repre- 
senting sound value. But if you are a 
good credit risk, yet are required to 
accept short terms, say 10 years or 
less, it usually means the agency 
doesn’t consider the house a safe 
investment. 

As a third safeguard, use the serv- 
ices of a professional appraiser if one 
is available; his fee may be repaid a 
hundredfold in expert advice.

Dip your dolphin candlesticks be- 
long to Great-Aunt Mary?

Antiques passed down thru a fami- 
ly have a way of losing their identity 
when their history is chronicled only 
by memories and stories.

Your Lamp Shades 


By Ethel Brostrom and Lucille Knoche 





Before cleaning fabric shades, check 
their trims, tack down any loose ends 


‘Take soil from cotton or-linen shade 
with a soft brush and lukewarm suds 





Some silk and rayon coverings will 
wash. Dry cleaning is always safe 


Dont let your lamp shades look 
like sad, neglected orphans! Clean 
them and dust them as regularly as 
you do your furniture—their fresh- 
looking beauty will reward your 
efforts! 


Use the handy attachments of 


your electric cleaner for the dusting 


job. The soft brush is best—it sucks 


up the dust and gets into the diffi- 
cult creases, folds, or nubby texture 
of your fabric shades. The suction 
draws out the embedded soil which 
dulls the original beauty. 

If you don’t have attachments, 
use a soft clothes brush. 


Fabrice shades need all connecting 
points checked before cleaning. Be 
sure the fabric is firmly sewed to the 
frame. Also check all trim, such as 
ribbon or braid, and tack any loose 


ends. If you question the fastness of 


any colored trim, rip it off and wash 
it separately. Don’t wash the shade 
if the fabric is glued to the frame. 
The glue might dissolve in water. 
Only galvanized wire frames are 
safe for *washing—others rust and 
stain the fabric. 


Cotton, linen, cord. or string 
shades may be washed safely. Use 
mild soap flakes thoroly dissolved 


in lukewarm water. Be quick. If 


possible submerge the entire shade. 
With a soft brush go over the shade 


Use wallpaper cleaner on parchment. 
Cleaning solutions may spoil paint 


lightly; then whisk the shade into a 
rinsing bath of clear lukewarm 
water. Souse it up and down. Again 
brush it lightly to remove any re- 
maining soap. 

Shake the shade as free of water 
as you can. Dry with a clean, ab- 
sorbent cloth, using only dry areas 
to remove moisture. Dry both sides 
of the shade. Hang to dry—away 
from the sun if out of doors, of course. 

If your shade is too large to dunk 
completely, wash a section at a time, 
using a soft brush dipped in suds. 
Rinse each section before continu- 
ing. To eliminate streaking, overlap 
each section as you proceed. Work 
as quickly as possible. After finish- 
ing the entire shade, rub it genth 
with a clean, absorbent cloth to re 
move all possible moisture. Hang 
to dry. 

After the shade has dried, moisten 
the ruffling or frills and press them 
out with the clean point of your 
electric iron. Now your finished 
shade will look completely fresh 
and new. 


Silk or rayen shades may be washed 
a few times. However, because fab- 
ric content varies so greatly, dry 
cleaning is less risky. Use any refined 
cleaning solution—naphtha, _ben- 
zine, or uncolored gasoline.

Leg tendons, oil sack: ‘Tendons, 
left in, roast hard and splintery.

Singe off hair or down, but care- 
fully.

Don’t use 
flaming paper. 

Prepare: Rinse quickly, drain up- 
right; don’t soak. Unless you’re 
roasting at once, wrap loosely in 
waxed paper, store in refrigerator. 

Season cavity before stufing—l 
teaspoon salt per pound, a few dashes 
pepper. Ginger, inace, etc., if you 
wish. No need to season skin; it 
won't penetrate. 

Guard wishbone from over brown- 
ing with a V-shaped piece heavy 
paper cut 2 inches larger than the 
area, fastened with slim skewers. 
Remove toward end of roasting if 
browning is needed. 

Equipment: Uncovered shallow 
pan with flat rack 4% inch from 
bottom. For very large turkey, use 
broiler pan and rack. To profect 
skin, wring thin white cloth out of 
melted fat, lay over bird to hang 
down sides but not touch rack. If it 
dries, spoon fat over cloth.

to Young America every type of 
airplane, and have brought closer 
the people of other nations, their 
ideas and beliefs. This program 
teaches the value of teamwork, too, 
and there is always good clean fun 
with Hop and Tank because they 
can laugh at a tough job, and tackle 
it with good-natured ingenuity.” 
Some 1,800 radio programs are 
offered for children the country 
over. Do you know what is on the 
air right now that will tie in with 
your child’s present enthusiasms? 


Listen to your child’s favorite 
programs with him, trying to hear 
them as he does.

If you 
think one is harmful, say so. too 
but be sure vou have listened enough

discussed and evaluated as a part of 
the school curriculum and the first 
Educational FM (frequency-modu- 
lation) workshop for teachers was 
held last summer at Cleveland.

I’ve built myself a copy of this 
tremendously important new propa- 
gator and because I find operating 
it so inexpensive—less than 10 cents 
a day—and so easy, I want to tell 
how it’s made and how it works 

Mine stands in my basement. Just 
imagine an old-fashioned dome-top 
linen chest with the fancy decora- 
tions painted out, set the whole 
business on legs, and you won’t be 
far from having a picture of it. 

In it I’ve already grown enough 
bedding plants to fill the borders 
of a good-sized city lot. I have a 90- 
foot taxus hedge started from the 
trimmings‘ rooted in this unit after 
a neighbor clipped his hedge last 
summer.

And if your shade has an 
unusual texture or surface which 
might flatten in liquid, again use a 
wallpaper cleaner. 

You may safely wash your plain 
parchment shade if you do it quick- 
ly. Use lukewarm water and very 
mild soap flakes thoroly dissolved. 
Wash with a soft cloth saturated to 
the dripping stage. Do a section at 
a time, rinsing and drying each one 
before going on. Overlap the clean 
area as you proceed. Use long 
strokes, bottom to top. Finally, wipe 
off the entire shade with a liquid 
wax or oiled cloth. 


Bamboo or Fiber Shades. Bam- 
boo or fiber shades may be washed 
sectionally. A soft brush will remove 
soil hidden in the weave. Use mild 
soap flakes dissolved in lukewarm 
water. Be careful to rinse and dry 
each section before continuing.

stead, a second tube known as 3,500 
degree daylight white is put into the 
reflector. Both these tube colors are 
standard and are available at prac- 
tically all electrical shops. 

Where a conventional fluorescent 
reflector is used, Doctor Stoutemyer 
suggested removing the ballast coil 
from inside the fixture and mount- 
ing it on top of the reflector. There 
the small amount of heat released 
doesn’t affect the thermostat that 
regulates the bottom heat. 

About 10 inches below the tubes 
rest. the florist’s flats (shallow wood- 
en boxes) filled with vermiculite. 
These fit into a rack over a hollow 
space about 5 inches deep. 


Hear is controlled by an ordinary 
brooder thermostat such as is sold 
by poultry supply houses and listed 
on the poultry pages in mail-order 
catalogs. Mounted 5 inches below 
the tubes, it is not affected by the 
slight amount of heat they release, 
but only the “‘soil’? temperature or 
bottom heat affects it. 

sottom heat is ideal for rooting 
cuttings and starting seedlings. At 
Glenn Dale, Doctor Stoutemyer in- 
sisted that a closed heating unit be 
used because of the possible danger 
from shock if moisture shorted an 
open unit. He has used an old- 
fashioned carbon filament lamp, an 
enclosed nickle-chrome heating ele- 
ment, and other closed units. In my 
own unit, I found that an infrared 
lamp, such as used in industrial 
processing and for drying paint 
worked beautifully. This lamp is 
sold by most larger electrical supply 
houses. It really furnishes more heat 
than I need, but since the thermostat 
turns it off when the propagator is 
warm enough, this doesn’t matter. 

Doctor Stoutemyer found that 
ordinary sand won’t serve in a closed 
propagating case. In fact, one ma- 
terial and one material only, could 
be made to work. This is a special 
type of mica which, when heated in 
a kiln, pops like popcorn. Each 
kernel is as full of holes as a tree is 
of leaves. These holes trap both air 
and moisture but never one to the 
exclusion of the other. No matter 
how much water we pour on, we 
can’t saturate it to the point where 
seedlings will drown, and if we neg- 
lect our watering, there always 
seems to be enough moisture left in 
it to keep the plants going. 


’ 
SINCE this material is absolutely 
essential to success, it’s fortunate 
that it can be had from building 
material dealers everywhere. It’s 
called vermiculite, and is sold under 
various trade names as a dry-fill 
house insulation. It is practically 
sterile when delivered, and needs 
no special processing before use. 
3ecause it contains no free chemi- 
cals, seedlings grown in vermiculite 
have to be fed with a liquid, com- 
plete plant food, but several of the 
dry plant foods can be made ready 
for use simply by adding water. 
At Purdue, New Jersey, Cornell, 
and other experiment stations, they 
have developed standard formulas 
for making up solutions to support 
plants growing without soil.

If a long reflector is hard to find, 
you can form one from galvanized 
iron and enamel it white. Copy the 
shape of a regular two-element, 
40-watt reflector. If you as a hore 
mechanic, don’t know how, an 
electrician can install the two sets of 
sockets in your reflector for you.

Time and temperature: For more 
servings, plumpness, and succulent 
meat, keep temperature slow and 
constant. Drippings must never dry 
or burn. 

Plan roasting so bird will be done 
and out of oven 20 minutes before 
serving time, allowing for last- 
minute preparations. 


Turkey Roasting Table: 


8 to 10 lbs. 325° 3 to 3% hours 
10 to 14 Ibs. 325° 314% to4 hours

© Add % to 1 hour to roasting time 
if bird goes from refrigerator to oven.

Wild Duek. Select canvasback, mal- 
lard, pintail, redhead, teal or what- 
ever your hunter bags. The first four 
provide two generous portions or 
can be divided to service four. A teal 
will serve only two. 

Prepare wild ducks—clean, singe, 
and draw—just as you do domesti- 
cated birds. Preferably dry-pick and 
pull feathers in direction in which 
they grow. 

Stuff and truss: Unlike poultry, 
game birds are often roasted without 
stuffing. If used, the savory, tart 
stuffing suggested for duck and 
goose is best choice. Stuffed or not, 
truss as for other poultry. 

Roast by one of the following 
methods: (1) Roast a short time at 
high temperature (about 10 minutes 
per pound at 500°) usually without 
stuffing, except for an apple, onion, 
or celery, as suggested for duck or 
goose. Often hunters vote this quick 
high temperature roasting. Tastes 
differ, so you may prefer this meth- 
od: (2) Roast at a low temperature, 
stuffed or unstuffed, as you would 
poultry. Usually takes 2 to 24 hours 
at 300° to cook wild duck tender. 
Follow poultry roasting directions, 
except for this point: cover pan for 
half to three-fourths of the total 
roasting time. Unless birds are very 
plump, lay strips of bacon or salt 
pork across top or baste several times. 
Test for doneness the same way as 
for poultry. 

Serve wild duck in two or four por- 
tions. To serve two, divide bird 
lengthwise. To serve four, carve as 
for chicken. Two of these portions 
should include a fourth of the breast, 
a drumstick, and a wing piece; the 
other two portions, a fourth of the 
breast and a thigh. [ Turn to page 102

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November Gardening Guide 


By Harvey Bicknell 


By NOVEMBER the home gardener is faced with 
this question—shall he plant a few more things or 
start protecting those already planted? It’s well to 
take advantage of the excellent planting days that 
come along in early November. There are a few types 
of plants, however, that are best not planted this late. 
Those with fleshy roots—columbines, balloonflowers, 
bleedinghearts, and peonies, cannot develop enough 
fibrous roots to hold them in the ground against the 
lift of alternate freezes and thaws. Others that don’t 
do well following a late-fall planting are plants with 
shallow roots and a flat crown—myrtle, pachysandra, 
dwarf phlox, and alyssums. With these exceptions, 


‘and even these with care, I plant all perennials that 


aren’t yet in the ground. 


Late Planting. [t is always good practice to water 
the plants in even tho the soil seems moist. Watering 
is actually part of the planting process, not just giving 
the plants a drink. It’s especially important in late 
planting that roots have close contact with the soil so 
they'll start root growth at once. 

Apply a mulch right after planting to keep the 
ground from freezing. Peatmoss, or manure that is 
not very strawy, is good for this mulch. 

The same general conditions hold good for shrub 
planting now. Fibrous-rooted plants can be handled 
nicely but fleshy rooted ones should be handled with 
care. Among those to be watched are flowering al- 
mond, althea, magnolia, and flowering plum. The 
American holly, (//ex opaca), always has a tough time 
if moved late in the northern sections. It will live all 
right, but it is very likely to lose its leaves the first 
winter, and perhaps even the twigs will die back a 
little. Be sure not to get too impatient next spring. 
Sometimes it’s three weeks after you’ve given the 
plant up that out pop little red buds that grow into 
shoots. 


Avoid Wind Barn. When planting evergreens where 
they may be subject to wind burn, put up a 
windbreak. A strip of burlap, a shock of corn fodder, 
or a bit of snow fence will prevent wind burn this first 
winter while the plant is getting established. 

On sites that are extremely dry in addition to being 
windswept, shrubs that shed their leaves are often a 
better choice than evergreens. Choose shrubs that 
have lots of stems so that this mass of stems will give 
a solid effect in winter. California, Amur, and Regel 
privets are good in this respect, also lilacs, arrowwood, 
forsythias, and Winged euonymus. Shrubs that have 
loads of summer foliage but are poor for winter effect 
because of thin branching are bush honeysuckle, 
mock orange, rose-of-sharon, and sumac. 


Snow a Problem. When choosing shrubs to go in 
spots where there is a lot of traffic or where ice and 
snow pile up, select those with soft and pliable branch- 
es. Among those that do not break easily, or which 


are so many-branched that they can afford to lose a 


few, are Snowberry, Chenault coralberry, the whole 
privet family, all the viburnums except V. carlesi, 
and bushy dogwood. Those to avoid because their 
brittle wood breaks at every opportunity are Euony- 
mus vegetus and Winged euonymus, forsythia, Vi- 
burnum carlesi, deutzia, sumac, hydrangea, and holly. 
They should also be handled carefully in planting. 
If you pick up Euonymus vegetus by | Turn to next page 
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Turn the plant-food spreader over. Tap bot- 
tom lightly to jar last bits loose. Brighten up the 
rusty spots with sandpaper, and paint or shellac 
them.

to snap off like icicles. 

Evergreens vary in the ease with 
which they break when subjected 
to rough handling in planting or by 
the weight of snow and ice. Pfitzer 
junipers often split in the winter 
because the branches spread, allow- 
ing piles of snow to accumulate on 
them and because they have poor 
forks. Holly, laurel, and rhododen- 
dron branches snap easily. 


Tie These Early. Put cords around 
sprawly Pfitzer junipers or give the 
branches support from a central 
stake. Tie up globe arborvitae 
hedges that might open up during 
the winter. Several stakes driven in 
among low plantings near the house 
will break the“fall of snow from the 
roofs. If a choice rhododendron is 
close under a valley in the roof 
where snow slides are imminent, 
build a sturdy shed of slats over it. 


Roses. Check over the rose bed and 
plan to replace those which have 
become so spindly as to have little 
chance next year. 


Cover for the Climbers. About the 
only sure way to protect the branch- 
es of tender climbing roses is to cut 
them loose from their trellis, bend 
them over, and cover the stems with 
soil. 

Packing leaves or cornstalks about 
them or wrapping them in burlap 
doesn’t seem to help much. If the 
temperature drops down as low as 6 
degrees F. the canes on tender types 
kill back even tho protected with 
leaves. A form to hold 8 to 12 inches 
of soil around the stems has great 
protective value. Unfortunately, 
some of the new _large-flowered 
climbers are the most tender. Old 
stand-bys like New Dawn and Paul’s 
Scarlet will tolerate more cold 
weather. For a cold and open win- 
ter, soil packed about the stems is the 
best protection for roses. Use good 
soil to cover your roses because some 
of it always remains in the bed. 


Perennial Beds. For mulching the 
perennials, prairie hay is excellent. 
This is a wiry grass, something like 
tirnothy, that is shipped into the 
eastern states to feed polo ponies 
because it is dust-free. It makes an 
ideal mulch because it spreads over 
a lot of territory, does not easily 
mat down, and is quite weed-free. 
For gardens near the Coast, salt- 
marsh hay is an excellent mulch. 

Leaves can be used for mulching, 
particularly if used with brush. 
Lay branches over them at the start 
or sprinkle thoroly to prevent them 
from blowing about. 

Put a 4-inch mulch of straw over 
strawberries, covering both rows 
and spaces between. Rye straw is 
best because it’s long and not often 
chaffy. Wheat straw is next, oat 
straw is poorest. 

In the far north where there’s 
snow all winter, mulching is not as 
important as farther south where 
the ground is frozen one day and 
muddy the next.

A 
spray applied to Toronto’s Algon- 
quin park killed, in addition to in- 
sects, Many minnows and some trout 
which ate poisoned insects, but did 
not harm birds. 

The danger of upsetting Nature’s 
delicate balance thru indiscriminate 
use of DDT, killing the good insects 
with the bad, is a very real problem 
in specific instances. 

At the University of California, 
scientists sprayed a walnut tree with 
DDT, eliminating the destructive 
codling moth. The spray likewise 
eliminated the beneficent ladybird 
beetle. Then hordes of walnut 
aphids, resistant to DDT but nor- 
mally eaten by the ladybirds, at- 
tacked the tree and stripped it of 
foliage. 

The Bureau of Entomology and 
Plant Quarantine of the Department 
of Agriculture believes, after years 
of research, that only a very small 
percentage of known insects are 
harmful to man. 


Wirn care, the honeybee and 
other insects which do a mammoth 
pollinating job each year can be 
protected. If alfalfa or clover fields 
are treated before and after the 
heavy blooming season, bees are 
safe, for they touch only the flower. 

Until experiments are more com- 
plete, it is inadvisable to spray or- 
chards with DDT. For codling moth 
control, treatment during bloom is 
of little value and endangers polli- 
nating insects. Almost as bad, DDT 
will kill the lacewing fly, enemy of 
the destructive red mite, but the 
mite comes thru unscathed. 

One final warning. While DDT 
applied as dusts or water suspensions 
is not harmful to most plants, it may 
injure squash and pumpkins. Ap- 
plied at a rate of 25 pounds per acre, 
DDT retards the growth of straw- 
berries, tomatoes, spinach, onions, 
hollyhocks, soybeans, Lima beans, 
bush beans, and rye. In the absence 
of more conclusive tests, it is well to 
try DDT on but a portion of a crop 
until you are certain it will prove 
satisfactory. 

Experiments indicate it would re- 
quire several years of DDT spraying 
or dusting to build up injurious 
amounts in the soil. 

As detailed formulas and the rate 
and time of application are fully 
determined, DDT will come into 
proper perspective. The dream of a 
house, yard, and garden free of 
mosquitoes, flies, bedbugs, moths, 
and a multitude of other insects may 
well become reality. 

But maybe that isn’t your dream. 
One opponent of DDT argued that 
treated Arabs in North Africa were 
uncomfortable without their lice 
and fleas!

Tips on Poultry 


Roasting=Pheasant 
[ Continued from page 97 | 


Pheasant. S¢e/ect your hunter—he’ll 
do the rest. A young pheasant is 
recognized by short spurs and is best 
for roasting. 

Prepare but hang first. Pheasants 
are usually hung from 3 to 10 days, 
hunters and epicures contending 
that fresh-killed birds have a less dis- 
tinctive flavor. Clean, singe, and 
draw, as directed for wild duck and 
poultry. 

Roast your trussed bird, stuffed or 
not, in a covered roaster or Dutch 
oven. Cook uncovered at 425° for 
20 minutes, then cover breast with 
fat-soaked cloth, or salt pork or 
bacon strips. Reduce heat to 300°, 
roast covered until done (use same 
tests as for poultry) about 2 hours 
for a 214 to 3 pound pheasant. 

Serve four people with one average- 
size pheasant, as you would roast 
chicken. Either sever legs and wings, 
then slice breast while still attached 
to breastbone; or remove half of 
breast in one piece to side platter 
and cut into serving portions.

Uses for Old Woolens. Now that 
winter will soon be here, I’m think- 
ing of the many uses outworn and 
discarded woolen garments can be 
turned to in caring for children, 
especially when new woolens are 
scarce. 

First comes the woolen soaker. 
Knitted, or cut from an old gar- 
ment, it’s a triangular pant put on 
over the diaper. It absorbs mois- 
ture, keeps baby warm and pro- 
tects pads, sheets, and clothing. 

For toddlers and runabouts, wool- 
en jersey pants under overalls 
counteract drafty floors and out-of- 
door cold. 

When woolen baby blankets be- 
come unserviceable from many 
washings, convert them into sleep- 
ing bags by making shoulder seams 
across the top and putting an 18- 
inch zipper down the middle. The 
bag can be used at night and aired 
during the day. Or, if you’ve two 
old blankets, make two bags so that 
while one is in the wash, the other 
can be on Baby. 

Old, matted summer blankets 
make excellent interlinings for win- 
ter garments. I stepped up the 
warmth of mackinaws as follows: 
snipped armholes and a shoulder 
line in the blanket; opened the bot- 
tom hem of the lining; fastened the 
blanket inside at the armholes; 
sewed the bottom again. I’ve also 
converted spring coats into winter 
Ones this way. 

Scraps of woolen material can be 
made into socks for Baby, and 
they'll keep his feet always warm.— 
Mrs. Clara M. Levison, Jackson

For a Quicker Change. | prepare 
small pads of cotton by placing 
12 or 15 drops of baby oil on each 
one of them, and stacking the pads 
in an empty cold cream jar.

which the room gains not only sun- 
light and a view, but a feeling of 
continuity with the pleasantly wood- 
ed out-of-doors on which it looks.

VERY south,” agrees Miriam. 
*‘We knew it was a little unusual, 
turning a house around so that the 
bedrooms and kitchen were at the 
front, and the living room where you 
usually find the back door. But the 
longer we live with it, the more we 
like it. It’s practical, for one thing. 
This is the part of the house where 
we spend most of our time. Had it 
faced the street, or even our very 
nice neighbors to right and to left, 
we wouldn’t have felt free to use all 
that glass.

storage wall between dining room 
and kitchen which Donald has fitted 
to receive—-and hide—her sewing 
machine. 

“Because we wo like company,”

interest in sports, the children are 
quick to copy. 

It’s usually easy to include a table 
for tennis in your home somewhere, 
and often this is a more important 
piece of furniture than a new chair. 
Badminton, golf, skating, swimming, 
and bicycling in moderation are. all 
as good for parents as for children. 
Plan to spend time in recreation 
with your children, and you’ll find 
the results bring a closer family re- 
lationship as well as a more physi- 
cally fit group of people. 


One father built a backboard for 
tennis practice for his daughter, 
rounded up a bushelful of old balls, 
then stayed with her to encourage 
her practice, correct her stance, 
check her form. Now the girl is a 
national tennis champion. More 
important than that, she and her 
father are buddies. They spend

many evenings together in com- | 


panionship that was strengthened 
in those early days of ball-bouncing. 

Even thru reading and movies 
children can be guided toward the 
right recreation. Sports novels, ““how 
to” books on games, and movies 
like the recent one about Lou 
Gehrig, idol of professional baseball, 
are ideal for exploring a child’s 
athletic possibilities. 


For Christmas and birthday, pre- 
sent the child with a game or sports 
equipment. Watch the reaction 
closely. Are the skiis or tennis racket 
seized with a shout, prized, and 
used frequently? Or are they tried 
out half-heartedly and left to gather 
dust? Whatever the result, the ex- 
periment is valid if you consider 
recreation as valuable education. 
Discarded equipment can always 
be bequeathed to a relative or traded 
with a neighbor. 

Be on the alert for a few red flags 
in your child’s play progress. Play 
is serious business with most chil- 
dren. Their goal for an afternoon 
on the lawn, the playfield, or the 
sand lot is to win. If Peter makes a 
home run, your interest will be fuel 
for that priceless asset, competitive 
spirit. If Sally’s tennis serve is off, 
she'll be reinspired to keep on trying 
if you take time out to encourage her. 
When you brush either victor or 
loser off with, “Tell me about it 
later,” or ‘“‘Forget about play and 
get to your books,” you eventually 
destroy either the child’s interest or 
his natural desire to share confi- 
dences with you. 


On THE other hand, no child’s 
play activity should be cgmpletely 
charted and dominated by his par- 
ents, tho this happens often, par- 
ticularly where one of the parents 
has had a measure of success in 
sports. 

Recently a boy whose father had 
been a football hero came under my 
supervision. From his first step, 
Jerry was primed to step into his 
father’s shoes. He was under pressure 
to make good, but every play on the 
gridiron showed that he was only 
going thru the motions, forcing

House Plants 
We Recommend 


African Violet (Saintpaulia). This 
may be grown in a bright north win- 
dow the year around. It may also 
be grown in a sunny window from 
November to March. 

Use lukewarm water for your 
African violets. But don’t fuss over 
your plants. Let them alone for a 
year before repotting. The most 
common pests are mealy bugs and 
mites. Use a cotton-wrapped tooth- 
pick to remove and destroy the 
mealy bugs as soon as seen. A mag- 
nifying glass reveals the small ones. 
Squash them with the toothpick. 
Mites are very tiny, but they cause 
the leaves to be cupped upward or 
downward with a woolly look to the 
top side of the leaves. Flowers may 
not open and they are not normal if 
they do. Violets hopelessly infested 
with mealy bugs or those having 
mites should be destroyed and 
healthy plants secured. 

Amaryllis (Hippeastrum). This is a 
he-man’s plant exhibiting blooms 
that shout their presence to everyone 
within sight. Amaryllis bulbs se- 
cured in late fall should be potted 
at once. Use a container at least 6 
inches in diameter. The bulbs do 
not like to be buried alive; put them 
only a good two-thirds under the 
soil. Water sparingly until growth 
starts and then place in a sunny 
window. An amaryllis usually puts 
up its bloom stalk in a hurry and 
before the leaves have developed 
far. Keep the plant growing after 
flowering and set it in half shade 
outdoors as soon as the weather is 
warm enough to plant beans. 

Azaleas. The leaves of these shrubby 
flowering plants turn yellow unless 
the soil is kept quite acid. So about 
every three weeks add one teaspoon 
of aluminum sulfate to the soil. Use 
rain water if possible and a light 
fibrous soil high in acid peat and 
sand. During the winter azaleas 
need partial shade and a day tem- 
perature not above 60 degrees. 
Every morning apply warm water 
to the foliage with an atomizer. 
Keep an eagle eye for the new 
growth that develops at the base of 
the flower buds in December and 
later. Remove these early growths. 
Begonia, Everblooming. These 
shiny green-leaved plants with white, 
rose-pink, or scarlet flowers tolerate 
dry, warm air but perform better if 
grown in cool, moist rooms. They 
rate medium in resistance to gas. 
Everblooming begonias are easy to 
grow and toleratethe lightexposure in 
almost any window during winter. 
Christmas Cactus = (<ygocactus). 
This form of cactus puts forth a 
brilliant exhibit of red-purple, or- 
ange-red, or bright pink blooms in 
the winter. Altho the finest speci- 
mens usually stand in a cool-yoom 
and frequently where they get only 
morning sun, the Christmas cactus 
can tolerate the dryness and warmth 
of modern homes. In early fall before 
the flower buds are formed, it’s im- 
portant to keep the plants quite dry.

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Gradually increase the water given 
while the flower buds develop. 
Crown-of-thorns (Euphorbia splen- 
dens). The Crown-of-thorns is so well 
protected, it is usually left strictly 
alone. It puts forth scarlet blooms 
continuously without much help 
from anyone. Just place it where it 
is warm and will receive good light 
the year around. 

Geraniums. The common gerani- 
um is an old favorite, blooming thru 
most of the year. Geraniums are not 
particularly bothered by pests. If 
permitted, the geraniums are glut- 
tons for food and water, but they 
use these to put on so many beauti- 
ful leaves that they are too busy to 
flower. You can control the flower- 
ing of geraniums by growing them 
in nothing larger than a 4-inch pot 
and giving water only sparingly. 
Bright sun and cool temperature is 
best. Above 75 degrees is not good. 
Their resistance to gas is low. 
Gloxinia. The popular and showy 
gloxinia is normally grown for spring 
and summer display. If seed is sown 
in December, blooms should appear 
in June or July. Those who prefer to 
start gloxinias from tubers may 
start them in February. Use 4 or 
5-inch pots. Strong indirect light or 
sun for part of the day is satisfactory. 
They thrive in humid air at not 
more than a 70-degree day tempera- 
ture. If available, a cooler, drier 
location is good after they come into 
bloom. Use lukewarm water. Over- 
watering must be avoided, other- 
wise rotting occurs at the base of 
the leaves. Mites sometimes bother 
gloxinias, stunting and distorting 
young leaves and buds. The under- 
side of affected leaves may be a shiny 
brown. Because a cure is very diffi- 
cult the practical thing to do is de- 
stroy afflicted plants. 

Impatiens (Sultana). The pink, red, 
or white-flowered impatiens, profuse 
in its blooms, may not be as attrac- 
tive as some plants but practically 
anyone can grow it. During winter 
it performs best in full sun and in a 
cool place. Partial shade is better 
during the summer. 

@leander (Nerium). This is one of 
the “skyscraper” house plants. So 
start a new plant from a cutting 
about every three years. Oleanders 
produce attractive pink or white flow- 
ers. The plants tolerate warm rooms 
and gas but need plenty of light. 
Rest thru the winter months by 
giving little water. After the flower 
buds form, water heavily. 

Oxalis. With masses of attractive, 
yellow, pink, or rose blooms and 
clean, clover-like leaves, oxalis as 
houseplants are well on the road to 
popularity. The normal flowering 
period is February to May. The 
bulbs should be planted in October 
or early November. 

Petunia. The large double-flowered 
petunias are prizes as houseplants. 
It is better to grow new petunias 
from cuttings than to lift an entire 
plant from the garden. Petunias 
require full sun. The flower buds 
blast at temperatures above 70 de- 
grees. Petunias have low resistance 
to gas. 

Poinsettia (Euphorbia pulcherrima). 
The popular and brilliant red poin- 
settia is a permanent part of the 
Christmas holiday season. Buy new 
plants each year if you can because 
it’s a difficult plant to grow and 
flower in the home. If you want to

carry a plant over, place your poin- 
settia in the basement after the 
leaves drop in late winter. Dry the 
plam off gradually. Repot it in a 
fresh soil mixture in June, cutting 
the tops back to about 5 inches at 
that time. The pot may be sunk to 
its rim in the flower border for the 
summer. Then be sure you bring 
the plants indoors to a sunny win- 
dow before the nights turn cool. 
Shrimp Plant (Beloperone). Like 
the poinsettia, the shrimp plant is 
grown for its attractive pinkish and 
white bracts rather than the true 
flowers. No special rest period is 
required and it seems to be always 
in bloom. The shrimp plant requires 
little sun, but it responds to frequent 
syringing with the atomizer. 

Wax Plant (Hoya). Grow this vine 
for both its flowers and foliage. The 
clusters of white, pink-centered 
flowers resemble lovely porcelain, 
the leaves leathery and waxy. Usu- 
ally a wax plant blooms toward sum- 
mer. It grows best in sun. In the fall 
and early winter rest the plant by 
keeping it cool, then by late January 
start to give more water. 


Grow These for 
Their Foliage 


Airplane Plant (Chlorophytum). This 
can be a novel decorative feature 
if hung near—not in a window. The 
grasslike leaves are variegated. Off- 
sets or plantlets project down over 
the hanging basket. Keep plants out 
of the sun. 

Artillery Plant (Pilea). The leaves 
and flowers are both very small but 
after an artillery plant has been ex- 
posed to the sun for a time, sprinkle 
it with water and watch the minia- 
ture barrage as the pollen bursts 
into clouds of smoke. This plant 
grows well in thé winter sun but 
uses some shade in summer. Start 
young plants from cuttings before 
the old plants become unattractive. 
Asparagus Ferns (Asparagus plum- 
osus and A. sprengeri). The plumosus 
fern has very fine lacy foliage and if 
grown well, climbs to frame and 
beautify its window. The Sprenger 
fern is best adapted to a hanging 
basket. Asparagus ferns require very 
litle sun, but need plenty of water 
and regular applications of food. 
Begonia, Rex. The Rex Begonia is 
the showiest of the foliage-type be- 
gonias. It has a purplish leaf over- 
laid with silvery surface markings. 
Bright light during the winter 
months develops brighter foliage. 
Grow in shade during the summer. 
Keep the foliage dry at all times. 
Boston Fern (Nephrolepis). This 
healthy, bushy, and graceful fern is 
a beautiful thing. The coarser leaved 
varieties are easier to grow than the 
lacy ones. Ferns respond well to 
good light but not direct sun. Use 
a north window or one just out of 
direct sunlight. If ferns must be grown 
in a warm room, go over them regu- 
larly with the atomizer. Once a year 
remove all unsightly growth and 
repot in a fresh soil mixture. 
Bowstring Hemp (Sansevieria). 
These are accents in house plants and 
fit in beautifully with modern rooms. 
The tall sword-leaf types are most 
commonly grown. If you’d like a 
dwarfer plant, buy the new S. Hahni 
which resembles a bird’s nest. All 
types should be kept on the dry side.

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Coleus. Among the most brilliant 
of foliage plants, coleus help keep a 
window gay the year around. The 
bright green, red, and yellow colors 
are most interise when the plants are 
grown in full sun. Shapely, compact 
plants are developed by “pinching” 
out the top when the young plant 
has formed about 6 sets of leaves. 
As soon as flower buds are secn they 
should be removed. The coleus is 
fast to grow and fast to age. Loss of 
lower leaves on old plants indicates 
that it’s time for a change. New 
plants are easily grown from stem 
cuttings. 

English Ivy (Hedera). The various 
forms of English ivy are tolerant of 
modern home conditions. They do 
even better away from direct sun. 
Overwatering and poor light often 
cause the leaves to drov. Cuttings of 
English ivy will grow in water for a 
long period. 

Grape-Ivy. The Grape-ivy should 
be rediscovered and grown more 
because this attractive cut-leaved 
vine is one of the best to grow in- 
doors. It grows in water or soil, sun 
or shade, and where it’sahot and 
where it’s dry. However, it does its 
best in sun with plenty of water. 
Bloodleaf(/resine). This good foliage 
plant has attractive red or red-green 
leaves. During the winter keep it 
cool and in full sun. As with coleus, 
pinch it to encourage branching. 
Because of low light intensity, some 
of the leaves are likely to drop dur- 
ing the winter. 

Nephthytis. This natural trailer has 
a triangular or arraw-shaped leaf. 
It’s well adapted to growing in the 
modern home. Bright light or shade 
make little difference to it. 
Peperomia. The obdtusifolia species 
of peperomia is an attractive green, 
waxy-leaved, upright plant very 
tolerant of a warm room and dry 
air. It requires little sun during the 
winter. Peperomia sandersi is common- 
ly called the Watermelon begonia 
because it has heart-shaped leaves 
striped with gray-green. If it’s grown 
in poor light, the stripes are not so 
bright. 

Philodendron. This is the easiest 
of all vines to grow in the home. It 
has dark green heart-shaped leaves, 
and it’s graceful used in a hanging 
basket or on a mantel. 
dry or wet soil conditions, and poor 
light. Bright light by a north win- 
dow and moderate temperature with 
regular syringing produce best re- 
sults. 

Rubber Plant (Ficus). The rubber 
plants are in style again and fit well 
into modern decoration. They tol- 
erate both adverse light conditions 
and warm air, but usually do best 
in a north window and with a moist 
soil. If the lower leaves drop it may 
indicate too little light or improper 
watering. Wash large glossy green 
leaves with soapy water occasionally 
to remove dust and scale. Rinse 
thoroly. 

Screw Pine (Pandanus). This makes 
a beautiful fountain-like and sym- 
metrical specimen with sawlike leaf 
edges. Pandanus vettchi is most in- 
teresting with variegated white and 
green-striped leaves. Use a brightly 
lighted location. When in active 
growth, give it plenty of water. The 
tips of the leaves die back when the 
plant is kept too warm, when the 
light is poor, or the watering is ex- 
cessive.
